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Moving Out 


Just 10 days into her 
one-year lease, a disgusted 
Hartford resident heads 
for the door

“Why do I have to keep moving to avoid 
injustices? Why don't folks consider that 
housing clearly affects mental health to the 
point of detriment. And seeking relief is so 
undignified!” 

Those words are from “KM” (a pseudo- 
nym she uses out of fear of retribution), a 
longtime Hartford resident, a woman with a 
full-time job with a State of CT agency who 
for three years paid full rent for an unsubsi- 
dized apartment. On June Ist she moved to 
a building on 105 Sherbrooke Avenue man- 
aged by Stratus Equities, paying more than 
$2,000 up front before signing a 12-month 
lease. 

On June 11th she moved out and is cur- 
rently living in her car. What happened dur- 
ing that short tenancy that caused her to 
flee? In a June 14th email to the Office of 
Fair Housing and Equal Opportunity (Cc: 
City Housing Inspector, D. Robertson 
Childs, CT Fair Housing, US Dept. of 
HUD, Statewide Legal Services, Cindy 
Fernandez, Alex Pachkovsky, Brandon 
McGee, AJ Johnson) which is based in 
Boston but covers the Hartford region, KM 
outlined the issues that precipitated her 
move; excerpts follow. 





To Whom It May Concern: 

It wasn’t until about after 9 p.m. on 
Friday June 11, 2021, when I was final- 
ly able to move out of 105 Sherbrooke 
Avenue, Concord Hills Apartments in 
Hartford, CT. The move out was sup- 
posed to begin at noon that same day, 
but the elevator was out that morning, 
and my items were stuck in there for 
about 4 hours. I paid for professional 
movers who canceled my job request 
due to the elevator malfunction. During 
the day, when the initial power outage 
occurred, tenants shared the horrors of 
Concord Hills and 105 Sherbrooke. 
HFD themselves stated that they are 
**.,.always here for fire alarms and ele- 
vator problems.” 


On Day One there were sewer prob- 
lems, due to a backed-up toilet that was 
left from the previous resident. First of 
all, how does a 4th floor bathroom 
have sewer problems? Doesn’t sewer 
travel down? The lack of attention by 
maintenance of said property got me in 
a panic and I quickly asked to be 
removed from the lease. I was obligat- 
ed to sign and notarize a document for- 
feiting my deposit and requesting to be

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Hartford to Offer 
$1,000 And Six Flags 
Season Passes As 
Vaccine Incentives 


The City of Hartford has announced 
that Hartford residents will be eligible 
to win a $1,000 debit card or one of 
five separate packs of four season 
passes to Six Flags if they get vacci- 
nated at an upcoming’ Health 
Department clinic. The first clinic will 
be this Sunday, June 27th between 2 
PM — 6 PM at the soccer field at 
Cronin Park, 490 Granby Street and 
the second clinic will be on Thursday, 
July 1st between 2 PM — 6 PM at the 
Health Department offices at 131 
Coventry Street. The City may add 
additional clinics that will be eligible 
for these incentives, depending on 
demand. Winners of these incentives 
will be drawn in early July after this 
round of clinics. Hartford residents 
who want a free ride to and from 
either clinic can schedule them by 
calling 3-1-1. In order to be eligible 
for the incentives, residents will have 
to show identification with a Hartford 
address or a piece of mail with a 
Hartford address at one of the clinics.

Hartford Charter Revision Report 


the public informed on the progress of the process. 


Hartford’s Charter Revision Commission has been 
hard at work over the past few months, collecting input 
and insights from a number of stakeholders regarding 


changes that should be made to the City’s charter. 


On June 3rd, the 
Commission engaged in a 
“red-lining” exercise led by the 


commission’s legal counsel Zia 


Steve Mednick, along with the 
City’s Corporation Counsel, 
Howard Rifkin, and Deputy 
Corporation Counsel, 
Alexandra Lombardi. The 


three attorneys walked through f 
the charter section by section 


noting irregularities, nconsis- 
tencies, and areas of concern 
that may need to be addressed. 
For example, the charter lacks 
a clear definition of what a 
“day” 1s--does it include holi- 
days and weekends, or does it 
instead refer to business days? 
It’s unclear, which has brought 
about confusion in certain cir- 
cumstances. 

On June 17th, the 
Commissioners provided their 


own insights regarding changes that should be made to 
the Charter. There was a wide range of potential 
changes discussed, such as a transition to district repre- 
sentation for the city council, creation of a police com- 
mission to oversee the police department, and public 
financing for city-wide elections. 

At our Commission’s July Ist meeting, we will hear 
from the Mayor, City Treasurer, Members of Council, 
and the Registrars of Voters about changes they would

like to see made to the charter. Commissioners will also 
have an opportunity to provide additional recommen- 
dations for charter revisions at that meeting as well. 

After that, the commission’s work will shift in focus 
from taking in suggestions for changes to researching 
the impact of charter revisions and making formal rec- 
ommendations for amendments to the charter. That 
process will last until early May of 2022, at which point 
the Commission will send a final report of recommend- 
ed revisions to the City Council for approval. 

It may seem like it’s a long way away, but the May 
2022 deadline will come up 
quickly. A number of the rec- 
ommendations that will be dis- 
we cussed will likely require mul- 

tiple meetings and significant 
| deliberation before the com- 
mission can take final action on 
them. 

Throughout the process, we 
will continue to work to keep 
see we the citizens of Hartford 

=== engaged and educated on the 
Commission’s activities. We 
will have monthly public com- 
ment opportunities, and plan to 
hold in-person meetings at 
locations throughout the city, 
rather than solely meeting at 
City Hall. Additionally, we are 
finalizing a “frequently asked 
questions” document that will 
be distributed to NRZs and 
community organizations 
throughout the city.

ActUp Theater is a black-owned 
Theater company formed in 2015 
with the mission of changing cul- 
ture through the arts by showcasing 
local talent of Hartford, 
Connecticut.

engages you in a different way and 
reaches into your soul.

I have always been a 
strong believer that the arts has a 
responsibility, and it’s effective 
Act Up Theater is an organiza- 
tion rooted in community, and 
heavily involved in social justice.

years of theater experience, 
Faithlyn is the executive director of 
ActUp Theater, and a CT 
Presidential Award-winning Master 
Artist of Theater with an undergrad- 
uate in theater management and 
master’s in education. I talked to 
Faithlyn on Monday to learn more 
about ActUp Theater. 

What is Act Up Theater’s 
Mission? 

FJ: To promote social justice 
activism in our community. ActUp 
theater is a space where we hold out 
local space for local talent to be able 
to learn their skills, become 
activists, and have a voice within 
their own community, while utiliz- 
ing the arts and culture as the main 
means of doing that. ActUp 
Theater’s strength is family, and I 
am not just the only owner. I run the 
company with my daughter Tyler 
Johnson, and my other daughter 
Priestly Johnson, who both came on 
board to create this company. 

What is it about the arts that 
makes it such a good medium of 
conveying these issues of social 
Justice? 

FJ: The arts are the mirror that 
holds to our culture and what is 
going on. The arts have a responsi- 
bility to tell stories that are real and 
authentic and are happening right 
now. There is something organic 
about the arts that shows you and 


how it feels ,and how culture influ- 
ences the young people within their 
community. 

What about ACTIVATE? 

During March we received the 
announcement that we might be 
shutting down while we were 
rehearsing for “Cinderella.” Since 
we were used to being online for 
our rehearsals so the students could 
rehearse at home, we just pivoted to 
full online rehearsals. After we fin- 
ished “‘Cinderella’”’ online, we came 
together and asked ourselves “what 
is our voice in the community,” 
Then George Floyd happened a 
couple months later, and there was a 
cultural reckoning. With all our pro- 
ductions, we have always been 
faced with social justice. So we cre- 
ated ACTIVATE, virtual diversity 
inclusion workshops that can be 
facilitated all over the country. It’s a 
dynamic product centered around 
the arts about topics such as Black 
Lives Matter, resilience, empower- 
ment, and how we see ourselves 
within these spaces and create these 
Open conversations for everyone to 
be a part of. We started this in June 
and launched it in January, by 
bringing 1n our actors and local tal- 
ent, for everyone to perform these 
pieces and be captured in video. 
This was the first time we used

Hartford Park System 


For its intended use...

During the pandemic, city offi- 
cials became increasingly aware of 
how valued our parks are by city 
residents. Park and recreation staffs 
across the country found their jobs 
profoundly changed, and under 
scrutiny by both city officials and 
residents. Park maintenance work- 
ers noticed that there were changes 
in the ways residents used the parks. 
There were more walkers, more 
runners, more frequent dog walk- 
ing, and small family groups in the 
parks. Passive use of our parks 
became the norm. Homelessness 
was, and still is, on the upswing. 
Parks are a frequent choice by those 
who don’t have anywhere to go. 
One of the phrases that the City 
Park Alliance uses when referring 
to amenities in parks is “for its 
intended use’’. In Hartford, we saw 
playscapes being covered in large 
swaths of plastic to create large 
enclosures in several city parks. 
Porta-potties are being used as per- 
sonal places of shelter. We are see- 
ing an increase in — and new loca- 
tions for —encampments in parks 
this summer. Clearly, at a mintmum 
there is a need for shelter, but our 
city parks were never intended to be 
used to provide overnight shelter. 
There are no public bathrooms with 
running water. This isn’t new, but 
the increase is rather startling. 

Additionally, we have residents 
and non-residents using our parks 
as places to ride motorized vehicles: 
ATVs, motorcycles, and scooters. 
Again, the parks were not intended 
to be used for these purposes. They 
are supposed to be safe places 
where children can play, people can 
play ball games, and walk their 
dogs. Unfortunately, there are some 
who think there’s no problem with 
riding these vehicles across our 
playing fields, ripping them up, and 
creating large areas where the grass 
is destroyed. This is not the intend- 
ed use of those fields. Because they 
want to ride such vehicles, they feel 
that they have a right to destroy a 
park. Our city invests in our parks 


so that recreational users can enjoy 
them in a variety of ways. It has 
been recommended that the city 
provide a place to ride for these 
non-road compliant vehicles. But 
his does not meet their needs; they 
want an audience, hence driving 
around inside parks. These are not 
roads for vehicular traffic, they are 
service roads to help maintain the 
park and provide access to other 
vehicles such as food trucks, or to 
drop off of equipment for a team. 
They also like to ride around on 
tracks, destroying them and making 
those who use them for walking

nervous about their personal safety. 
Parking vehicles on athletic fields is 
not an intended use of the grassy 
areas in the park. Cars and trucks 
leak fluids that also damage fields. 
It puts park visitors in danger when 
cars drive over the playing fields to 
park. That’s why we have parking 
lots. Our green spaces are precious. 
They need protection from use that 
was not intended. In order to allow 
our residents to use our parks, we 
need to insist that they be used as 
they were intended. If we ignore 
this, our parks will no longer meet 
Hartford’s recreational needs.
